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DR. ROSENAU GOES TO NORTH CAROLINA 

Dr. M. J. Rosenau, recently retired as dean of the 
Harvard School of Public Health, has been appointed 
director of a newly organized Department of Public 
Health in the University of North Carolina School 
of Medicine at Chapel Hill. T 
involves the coordination of the staff and facilities 
of the North Carolina State Board of Health and 
the state schools of medicine and engineering. 

Dr. Rosenau, one of the foremost authorities in 
preventive medicine and public health, as a surgeon 


in the United States Public Health Service was sta- 


tioned at Angel Island more than thirty years ago, 


after bubonic plague first appeared in California. 


Two years ago he gave extended courses in public 
health administration at the University of California, 
Berkeley. It is doubtful that any other individual 
has achieved a more enviable record as an educator in 
public health, generally, than has Dr. Rosenau.

ACCIDENTAL DEATHS BRING HEAVY LOSSES 
There were 543 accidental deaths recorded in Cali- 


fornia last November, 295 of which, 55 per cent, were 


due to automobile accidents. There were 138 deaths 


due to accidents in the home—more than 20 per 


cent. There were but 75 deaths due to other public 
accidents (not motor vehicle) and only 31 accidental 
deaths occurred in the occupational group—less than 


6 per cent of the total. 


Of the 295 motor vehicle deaths, 118 were of per- 
sons gainfully employed at times of the accidents. 
Of the total number 72 were of persons under 25 
years of age and. 223 were of persons 25 years of 
age and over. Eighteen such deaths were among 
individuals under 15 years of age.
